THE KING or CONEY - 


Sent Again to His Old Quarters in 
the Penitentiary. 


Sentenced to Ten Years’ Imprisonment— 
What Biebusch Says. 


Fred. Biebusch, the noted king and ruler of 
the counterfeiters of this city and of the West, 
was sentenced by the United States District 
Judge for a long term in the penitentiary. At 
12 o’ clock to-day District Attorney Bliss arose 
and addressed the court, concluding his re- 
marks with a motion to pass sentence on Fred. 


Biebusch had 
previously been brought into court, and while 
waiting for his counsel, Judges Simmons and 
Krum, he appeared to be but little concerned 


with the proceedings which were 
going on around him. Finally 
the counsel arrived and the 


prisoner was requested to stand and make 
any statement which he might think proper. 
Biebusch remained perfectly silent. Judge 
Krum made a few remarks, in which he 
touched upon the past experience of Biebusch 
and his imprisonment in the penitentiary. 
that, although Biebusch was 
eonvicted andsentenced toa term of years m 
the penitentiary, his sentence had been com- 
muted by the executive, and he had finally 
been pardoned. 
THIS EXECUTIVE CLEMENCY 

had been extended because a death - bed con- 
fession of one of the chief witnesses for the 
presecution had shown the trial to have been 
a fraud and the sentence unjust. He 
hoped that the court would be lenient 
with the prisoner. Judge Simmons followed 
in a legal argument as to the evidence sub- 
mitted in the case and considered that it was 
not of that strong,convincing character which 
would warrant a severe or heavy sentence. 

Judge Treat, who occupied the bench, 
statedthat the past record of the prisoner 
would not enter into the merits of the 
present sentence. Biebusch has been indicted 
for manufacturing and passing counterfeit 
money. He had enjoyed atrial and had been 
defended by fine counsel,who made the most. 
not only ofthe law but also of the evidence 
which had been submitted. In spite ofall 
that, the prisoner had been found guilty 
of the indictment and it only 
remained for the court to pass sentence. The 
Court said that the mere fact that§Biebusbh 
had been confined in the penitentiary aud 
had been pardoned out, would, if considered 
at all, make the present case more sad, as 
the prisoner had since committed 
the crime with which he 
was charged on the first trial. The Court 
very feelingly spoke of the 1 wife 
and family and the sorrow and disgrace that 
had been entailed upon them by the prison- 
er’s conduct. 

THE SENTENCE. 
The Judge said:“ The sentence of thisCourt 


will be that the prisoner is 
fined 81 and costs, and 15 
to be confined in the State 


Penitentiary at Jefferson City at hard labor

Pipes in Litigation. 

Henry Tibbe, Anton Tibbe and G. Hf, 
Kakman filed a petition in the Circuit Clerk’s

TIE GREAT SAHARA. 


Explorations in Furtherance of a Rail- 
way Project. ) 
From the London Times, January 22. ] 

Last week the French expedition commis- 
sioned to explore the Sahara in connection 
with the proposed railway left Paris for Mar- 
seilles, whence it will sail for Algeria. The 
expedition will devote its attention mainly to 

he country south of Wargla, which is too 
imperfectly known at present to enable a de- 


cision to be come to as tothe precise route 
which the railway oughttotake. The ex- 
edition is under the command of Lieut.-Col. 
latters, who is accompanied by an efficient 
scientific staff of engineers and ethers. They 
will be accompanied by an escort of trust- 
worthy frontier Arabs. Atthe last meeting 
ofthe Paris Society of Commercial Geogra- 
phy, M Masqueray, the Sabaran explorer, 
gave some interesting ihformation concern- 
ing the land of Adrar in the Western 
hara. This he derived from 
pigtiins on their way 
to Mectd who bad been plun- 
dered in the desert, and supplied with funds 
by the French Governmentin Algiers to con- 
tinue their pilgrimage. On their return they 
have promised to cooduct the French explorer 
to their country. Adrar, or Aderer, presents 
two or three of the chief aspects of the Sa- 
bara, whieh is by no means the universal des- 
ert at one time supposed. In the southwest 
are long bands of sand, not exceeding eight 
days’ march in width. Adrar-Temar. the 
country of the travelers, is placed like a long 
and narrow island between two of these bands 
ofsand. It is an almost level region, slightly 
elevated above the sands, which tend to en- 
croach upon its borders. Intermittent 
streams are found inthe country, and there 
are numerous towns or large villages, contain- 
ing a considerable population, Tue three pil- 
grims represent their country as covered with 
um-acacias, and ostriches greatly abound. 
he mostimportant commercial fact in con- 
nection with Adrar is the existence at Ijil of 
an immense deposit of rock-salt, which, as 
we advance toward the country of the ne- 
gros, becomes the most valuable article of 
trade. Tichu, (F Tishit), some days’ journey 
to the southeast of Ijil, is the principal market 
for the trade in salt, for which slaves are the 
principal exchange. There dlocks or 
slabs of sult, two metres long 
by one broad, reyresent the value of a maa.

In Adrar they get rid of tue remainder of 
their merchandise. Some return to the de- 
pots, others obtain camels and salt aud pro— 
ceed scuthward to the country of the negroes, 


where they exchange salt and camels for 
slaves. This trade is verw profitabie. For 
two pieces of cotton, 42 metres long, and 
Value about lis., a complete male ostrich skin 
can be obtained, worth in Paris from 4640 to 


0. For three pieces, a line camel, or seven 
or eight fat sleep, can be bought. ‘ihe taree 
Adrarians proposed tbat a French factory 
should be established somewhere on the 
coast between Cape Bianco and Cape Barbas, 
thus turning some of the profitable commerce 
toward France and enabiiug the Adrarians to 
avoid the Gillicult journey to M6rocco. 


Seals, Sea-Lions and Fishes. 
| From the en Francisco Call.) 

It is reported from Sacramento that the 
Committee on Fish and Game inthe Legisia- 
ture have recommenaed the repeat of the law 
protecting scals and sea-lions. This law was 
adopted to prevent an onslaught by firearms 
or otberwise upon these animals at Seal Rock, 
near the Ciiff house, ia order that visitors to 
that hostelry may witness the spectacle they 
present in repose or of their gambols in the 
den and onthe rocks. The fact has, however, 
become patent that unless these animals are 
killed atthe entrance to they Golden Gate or 
onthe bay, and unſess, also, the law is more 
rigidly enforced against the Chinese fishermen, 
angling in the bay will be no longer a protit 
or,a pleasure.

Guillotined at Cold Dawn. 
| Paris Cor. London Standard, Jau. 20.) 


It is just ten years ago, day for day, that 
the notorious Troppman, the murderer of 
the Kink family, was executed on the Plaee 
de la Roquette. This morning another con- 
vict of the same stamp underwent the penalty 
of death on the same spot. Prevost, the po- 
liceman who mürdered the woman Blondia 
and the jewelry dealer Lenoble, and after- 
wards cut their bodies up and threw the 
pieces into the sewers, was guillotined there 
at daybreak. It having Hecome known last 
night that his appeal for mercy had been re- 

ected by the President of the Republic, a 
arge crowd began to assemble as early as 9 
o’clock. 
and, aided by bis assistants, erected the guil- 
lotine about twenty — from tbe central! 
door of the prison. he guillotine once in 
order, the beadsman and his assistants entered 
the prison to arrange what is called the teilet 
of the culprit previous to his death. The 
Abbe Crozes, 7 chaplain of the jail, was 
the first to enter the prisoner’s cell. Prevost 
started up, gazed wildly at the reverend 
gentleman, and then buried his head in his 
bands trembling and groaning. ‘*Alas!’’ 
said the chaplain, „there is no hope now but 
in the merey of God.“ The condemned then 
left his bed, but he was too much overcome to 
dress himself. ‘That task was done by the ex- 
ecutioner and his assistants. He was then 
left alone with the Abbe Crozes to prepare 
bis soul.’ He embraced the chaplain several 
times and wept bitterly. ‘Take courage, take 
courage, ssid tho reverend § gentleman. 
**Yes, yes,“ replied Prevost: ‘‘I will take 
courage and try to meet my fate. I ask par- 
don ofthe Police Administration, to which I 
belonged seven years.’’

A CONGRESSIONAL SCANDAL. 


Members Who Are Alleged to be Guilty 
of Disgraceful Conduct. 
| Washington Special fo the New York Times.] 


The following decidedly sensational story 
appeared to-day in the Evening Critic: Inu 
circles to which clerks in geveral of the Gov- 
ernment departme.ts of this city are more or 
less closely connected, taoere is now being 
whisperea a story, the details of which, if 
fully proved, will ruin the character of a 
number of female clerks in the Treas- 
ury Department and one or two mem- 
bers of Congress, particularly à Senator from 
the South. The stories afloat link to- 
get her the names of this Senator and a hand- 
some young lady ofthe Treasury, and the dis- 
closure of their intimacy and the peculiar cir- 
cumstances which brought it about are partic- 
ularly interesting: and if properly exposed, as 
certain parties acquainted with the facts are 
now making an effort todo, it will result 
disastrously for the social and political stand- 
ing of the parties more prominently interested. 
The outiine of the affair was placed in tbe 
possession of a reporter of the Writic this 
morning, who set out to secure ail the facts con- 
nected with the case, if possible, and succeeded 
in getting a pretty well connected story, but 
nove of the parties by whom the in- 
formation was given were willing to take 
any responsibility. One gentleman, who is 
more than usually interested in the fate and 
good name of one of the ladies implicated, de- 
sired that nothing of the affair be published at 
all, inasmuch as he was endeavoring to take 
legal steps in, the matter and apprehended that 
any publication now would injure his proposed 
prosecution, as the parties possessing the in- 
side history of the case refuse to take the re- 
sponsibility of what they state. According to 
their stories, there is now empleyed in the 
Treasury a woman who, under the guise of a 


clerk, is acting in the capacity of 
a procuress for a disreputable 
house on Eleventh street. To this 


house she has enticed several of her more at- 
tractive and unsuspecting sister clerks, and 
once there they have been introduced to mem- 
bers of Congress, and eventually fast lives 
and ruin. One of her latest victims is a hand- 
some young lady, who was there introduced 
to the Senator from a Southern State men- 
tioned above. Fear of the shame which would 
fall upon her if the matter were known sealed 
her lipstill a few evenings ago, when the 
truth was discovered by a gentieman by whom 
she is much respected, and to whom she made 
a complete confession. These are the particu- 
lars in substance, and it is more than probable 
that the whole story will be made public in a 
few days.

Ob- 
servation shows that it is so,especially in large 
cities, where there is more ease and material 
comfort, more freedom from anxiety and pet- 
ty cares, than there can be in the country. 

ur women do not look as they used to 
25, or even 15 years since. Their proportions 
have visibly increased, as almost any one 
may see who will use his eyes. New York 
will serve as an example. Formerly a really 
stout woman here was pretty apt to be 
a foreigner. Now ut native women 
are very common, well-nigh too common 
to be agreeable. And round, plump women 
of Anglo-Saxon blood and origin are conspic- 
uousiy plenty. They are numerous on the 
promenade, ut places of amusement, at pri- 
vate entertainments. Fullnesa of contour is 
no longer the dividing line between other na- 
tionulities and our own. We are getting more 
and more like the rest of the civilized world. 
The last Charity Ball—as fair a representation 
as any public assembly can be of the average 
condition of the leisurely, prosperous class— 
certainly denoted that leanness has ceased to 
be a trait of our Women, many of whom were 

hysically affluent beyond the need of becom- 
ngness. The paliid complexions, narrow 
chests, flat bosoms, angular fingers, of which 
we were wont to hear so much from Old 
World sources, were hardly perceptible. Tney 
diminish every year, proving that the general 
health of the country is far better than it has 
been, and that we more cleariy understand 
nature and nature’s laws. The present dan- 
ger is that American women may acquire, in 
a few vears, more adipose matter than may 
be attractive. The tendency is obviously in 
thatdirection. It may pet be a great while 
before they shall eompete in corpulency with 
their English. French and German sisters, 
not to name those of other lands. It appears 
to be the rule that women, in and after mid- 
dle life, grow stout when they are comforta- 
bly circumstanced and mentally at rest; and 
there is no manifest reason why Americans 
should be an exception. We hope that they 
will stop short of European redundance—any 
degree of thinness is preferable to obesity— 
but whether they do or not, the meagreness 
of the daughters of the Republic is, unques- 
tionably, athing of the past. 5 


A Beauty of the Forest. 
[From the Helena (Mon.) Independent. ] 

At the store of Jacob Switzer, last evening, 
we were shown the most wonderful specimen 
of an elk’s head and horns that we ever saw or 
read of. The head measures twenty-niue 
inches from the crown to the tip of the nose. 
From either side of the crowa the main 
branches of the horns, beginning with a cir- 
cumference of eleven inches, rise in massive 
strength and marvelous beauty, branching 
out in ibe most perfect serpentine curves, and 
make a magnificent display of twenty antlers. 
From the tip of the nose to the tip of either 
branch, following the curve of the horn, the 
distance is seventy-three inches, while meas- 
uring from the center of the crown to the tip 
of either branch in a straight line, the distance 
is forty-nine inches. A space of forty-two 
inches intervenes between the extreme tips 
of the branches. The greatest distance 
from outside to outside between the main 
branchesis forty-seven inches. What is 
known as the royal antler on the right branch 
has a singular formation, the result doubot— 
less Of a bruise received in some furious bat- 
tle. The most singular formation, however, 
is one which appears just above the 
fourth or sur-royal antler of the right branch, 
where the horg flattens and assumes very 
much the shapé of a moose horn, and from 
the edge of this palmated portion three addi- 
tional antlers have grown. ‘This feature very 
much resembles a cut which we have seen of 
the antlers of a fossil elk, and leads to the be- 
lief thatthis may have been one of the last 
survivors of aspecies fast becoming ex- 
tinct. Whenalive this animal must have 
made a splendid appearance in his native 
wilds. Surely none but a trained hunter 
could have deliberately drawn a bead upon 
this monareb. We understand that the no- 
ble animal was killed during the 
Christmas holidays by Mr. E. J. Thomas, pro- 
prietor of the Keystone House, on Dearbora. 
und the head and horns were by him present- 
ed to his friend, Mr. Switzer, who will at 
once have them dressed and oraamented in a 
way becoming such rare specimens. 

American Horses in England.

Somewhere out West, if we accept as au-

DEADLY HYPROPHOBIA. 


A Remarkable Case Reported in Chi- 
: g cago. 2 
{From the Chicago Tribune, 5th inst.] 


That most frightful of diseases, hydropho- 
bia, for which all the efforts of science have 
bitherto failed to provide a eure, claimed 
another victim yestexday. In this case there 
is absolutely no room for doubt as to the na- 
ture of the disease, and it is remarkable for 
the rapidity of its course after the first devel- 
opment of the symptoms, only twenty hours 
elapsing between the first manifestation and 
the death of the sufferer. It has often oc- 
curred tbat other complaints have been 
wrengly diagnosed as hydrophobia, and in al- 
most all cases the sufferings of the victims 
have been not only intense, but prolonged 
over several days. The rapidity with which 
this case proceeded to its fatal termination is 
the more remarkable asthe person affected 
was a young man who bad previously enjoyed 
robust health and whose habits were of the 
best. 

It appears that some six or eight months 
ago (the exact date being unknown) Patrick 
Dunne, a young man residing with his father, 
William Dunne, at No. 136 West Adams street, 
was bitten in the calf of the leg by a dog be- 
longing to a neighbor. Dunne is said to have 
always hada fancy for dogs, and, although 
this was thethird or fourth time he had been 
bitten, he paid little or no attention to it. The 
first time that he met with such an accident 
was some six years ago, and, although 
this was apparently a more serious wound, no 
evil consequences followed. On the last oc- 
casion the wound was so slight, amounting to 
little more than a grazing of the skin, that 
Mr. Dunne did not even take the precaution 
to have it cauterized. He mentioned the cir- 
cumstance to his family at the time, but they 
too never anticipated that trouble, disease 
and death would result from what 
seemed 4 harmless scratch. But 
within the past few days Mr. Dunne, who 
had in the meantime attended regularly to his 
work and continued in apparently good health, 
began to complain of an inexplicable tightness 
of the chest. Yesterday morning at 2 o’clock 
he called at the residence of his cousin, Dr. 
W. P. Dunne, the City Physician, and asked 
him to do something to relieve the pain. His 
account of his sensations was that his chest 
was being violently compressed, and he was 
suffering a great deal. Dr. Dunne prescribed 
some mild remedy, not at the time suspecting 
the true cause of the trouble. He had not, 
bowever, long to wait before being assured of 
the horrible truth. The young man returned 
to his residence and shortly thereafter asked 
This was brought, but 
its appearance was the signal for a violent 
convulsive paroxysm, and from that hour un- 
tilthe death of the patient, which occurred at 
10:40 p. m., the sufferer underwent the most 
excruciating tortures, the paroxysms recur- 
ring at intervals of not to exceed five min- 
utes. He foamed at the mouth and gave 
vent throughout to those peculiarly distress- 
ing sounds caused, by the efforc to clear 
the throat from the frothy mucus which is 
characteristic of hydrophobia, and which so 
nearly resemble the barking or rather yelping 
of a dog as to be mistaken forsuch. The con- 
vulsions increased so much in violence, and 
the intervals between became so short, that 
assistance was Summoned, and when manual 
power proved insufticient to control the poor 
tellow, his friends were compelled to procure 
handcufis with which he was fastened down. 
Chioroform was administered freely and had 
acertain quieting effect, but its power was 
evanescent and constant administrations were 
required. Even these failed to give the de- 
sired relief, the patient passing rapidly from 
had to worse until he sank from exhaustion. 
The suddenness of the attack, and its almost 
immediate fatal termination, gave no oppor- 
tunity for the trial of the mauifold remedies 
which are recommended in such cases. The 
case is one Which from all its circumstances 
ean not fail to be of interest to the medical 
profession, Mr. Dunne was a youthofr great 
promise, and at the time of bis death was aged 
20 years and 7 months. His father is a car- 
penter, and among his immediate relatives 
are Dr. W. P. Dunne, Father Dunne of St. 
Patrick’s Church, and other well-known 
in Irish-American circles. The 
juneral will be from St. Patrick's Church, the 
time to be fixed hereafter.

„Old Bashaw was brought to Muscatine 
when a colt, in the fall of 1855, by Capt. F. 
Markoe Cummins, from Orange — N. 
Y. It had been bred by his father-in-law, 
Jonas Seely. The next year the colt was pur- 
chased by the late Joseph A. Green, and 
named by him ‘Bashaw.’ He sired many 
noble colts, among them some with a record 
of 2:0 or better. He was then sold in July, 
18, to Walter Carr, of St. Louis, for $5,000, 
and by him to Mr. Beckwith, of Hartford, 
Conn., who had him one season. His colts 
became so promising here that in 1866 Mr. 
Green repurchased him for $6,000.”

ENGLAND’S VULNERABILITY. 


How Great Britain Can be Starved Out 

7 in Case of War. 

(From the London Baturday Review.] 

Tt has often been asked by —2 
what Eng land would do if she found herse f 
at war with another maritime power. So 
lang as America is able and willing to send us 
as much corn as we want it matters nothing 
tothe consumer whether or ‘not it pays the 
English farmer to grow corn. If it does not 
that.is only a reason why the farmer should 
grow semething else instead. Ifthe Ameri- 
can producer can undersell him in wheat, or 
even in beef, he may in his turn undersell the 
American producer in vegetables or in dairy 
produce. But in the event of England being 
at war this cheerful way of looking at the 
question would plainly be- out of place. A 
whole population cannot ve fed on early veg - 
etables or on eggs fresh from the nest. The 
quartern loaf is the omy thing that can do the 
work on a sufticiently large scale, and the 

uartern loaf is no longer to be had within 
the four seas, It is made for the most part of 
American wheat, and that wheat must be 
broughtto this country before it ean be turn- 
ed into bread. It is useless to talk of break- 
ing up pastures and laying down land in 
wheat once more. That might serve our turn 
if we were still in the days when the next 
longest thing toa war was the preparation 
made for waging it. But if England were en- 
gaged in a conflict conducted on the latest 
models, the whole business—preliminaries, 
fighting and negotiations for peace—might be 
over in less than a year; in less, that is to say, 
tban the interval between one harvest and an- 
other, Where would the food of the nation 
come from during that time? Where, for ex- 
ample, would it have come from if we had 
found ourselves at war with a great power 


last autumn? We must either have 
drawn our supplies from the same 
quarters which are yielding them now 
or have gone without them altogether. 


One look atthe res which tell of the week- 
ly import of wheat from the United States, 
and of that visible supply’? which is to 
furnish the imports of future weeks, is enough 
to make this plain. With this source of food 
closed against them the great majority of 
Englishmen must have starved. The moment 
tbat war had broken out, an adversary, if he 
commanded any naval strength whatever, 
would have devoted the whole of it to closing 
this supply against us. In no possible way 
could he have served his own ends so well, or 
compassed our defeat so easily. Supposing 
bim to have succeeded, there would have 
been nothing for it but to sue for peace. If 
once the Government had beenso confronted 
bythe alternative of submission or famine, 
no amount of resolution would have availed 
them anything. They might have been will- 
ing to choose famine in their own persons,but 
they would speedily bave been set aside in 
favor ofa Cabinet cast in a less heroic mould. 
No doubt we have a large and very costly 
navy afloat; that is not denied. But, large 
as itis and costly as it is, is it large enough 
to answer all the purposes which, in case of 
need, itavould have to answer? It must be 
remembered that if England were at war with 
a maritime power—perhaps with two mari- 
time powers at once—she would not be ina 
pasition to send her whole navy to protect her 
commerce with food producing countries. Her 
ships would constitute an indispensable ele- 
met in her offensive strength, while, as re- 
sards both her own shores and those of her 
colonies, they would also constitute an indis- 
pensable element in her, defensive strength. 


With one considerabit fleet engaged in 
bombarding an enempy's ports and an- 
other busy in protecting our 


own coasts against even the possibility of 
invasion, and a third cruising in Indian or 
colonial waters, how many ships could be 
spared for the yet more essential work of con- 
voying grain sbips from America? It may be 
answered that this, as being the most essen- 
tial of all functions which the fleet would 
have to discharge, would be, so to say, a first 
charge on our naval resources. Then, which 
of the other three is to be neglected?’ Are 
we to forego what might conceivabiy be the 
only means open to us of crippling our adver- 
sary, or to leave our own coast undefended? 
Or, if neither of these duties are neglected, 
which of the colonies is it thatis to be left a 
prey to the sudden descent of some daring 
commander? What is needed, if the food 
supply of the country is to be really secure in 
time of war, is a navy strong enough to spare 
all the ships that are wanted for the protection 
of the grain ships without unduly weakening 
any one of the three other fleets that will 
have each its work marked out for it. Can 
this or anything like this be said of the Eng- 
lish navy in 1880?

Scurvy has been a 
scourge, Dr. Rodman reporting that he 
treated 775 men out of 1,000 for the horrid 
disease during the past year. Two hundred 
men were in the hospital suffering with 
scurvy at one time. The accommodations 
are such that it has been the custom to 
contine two prisoners in the same cell, and 
this has led to much demoralization and 
beastlimess. This state of affairs has been 
known in Kentucky for years. The State 
has no debt, and yet it has steadily refused 
to either build a new prison or improve the 
oldone. Such inhumanity calls ‘for the 
severest reprebension. It almost raises a 
question as to whether Kentucky can be 
said to have a Christain form of govern- 
ment.

IN vorious parts of Germany there seems 
to be, at the present time, a very bitter feel - 
ing of hostility against the Jews. Numerous 
pamphlets have been printed and widely dis- 
seminated to prejudice the people against 
them, and the general tone of the press is as 
hostile to them as that of California against 
the Chinese. The complaint is not that the 
Jews are vicious, ignorant and degraded, but 
that they are possessed of so much enterprise 
and capacity as to take the lead in all depart- 
ments of business in which they engage; that 
they monopolize commercial transactions, ob- 
tain the management of the periodical press, 
control the money market and succesefully 
compete with the natives of the country. The 
answer of the Jews is that they are willing 
to be judged by their works; that they sup- 
port their own poor, seldom get into prison; 


make no money except by legitimate 
means, open to everybody, and that 
they use the gains of their law- 


ful occupations for as noble purposes as 
the Christians do. Asa sort of intellectual 
foil against the reproaches of their bigoted 
opponents, the Jews remark, in one of their 
protests, that their race has given, to Ger- 
many, Mendelssohn, Meyerbeer and Heine, 
and, tothe world, Moses, Jesus and Spinoza. 
In reviewing all the grounds of controversy, 
the Hebrews appear to be abundantly able to 
hold theirown with the dogmatists, and to 
successfully maintain, even in imperial Ger- 
many, the doctrine which St. Paul so em- 
phatically asserted from the top of **Mars 
Hill,“ that God made of one blood all the 
nations of men.’’

There are in the city of St. Louis some 

SEVEN HUNDRED FAMILI&s, 
according to the best data obtainable, contain- 
ing on au average three persons each, that are 
wholly or partly dependent on charity for 
sustenance throughout the winter season. 
One of the chief needs of these people is 
warmth, and with coal perceptibiy cheaper 
charity could be made immensely more effect- 
ive in dealing with these people. Outside 
of the paupers there are thousands of struc- 
gling and deserving poor, too proud to beg, 
honest, bend woth men and women, to 
whom, with coal at its present figure, every 
downward degree of thé thermometer means 
so much more suffering. These people are 
caught between the upper andthe nether 
millstones of the railroads and the erators, 
and have to bear all the -misery comiag from 
the pool's interference with the laws of supply 
and demand. | 

A PostT-DISPATCH reporter met 

HON. M. H. PHELAN, 

who isa prominent member of St. Vincent de 
Paul Conference in St. Bridget’s Parish, and 
asked him about the amount of relief that his 
society was giving to the poor: We have 
thirty-three families of between three or four 
persons each in our parish, who are supported 
by this conference.’ 

' How much does the aid given amount 
to? 

*‘*Well, one dollar a week is, I suppose, a 
fair average. We can not give more because 
we have not got the money. 

„How much coal do you distribute?“ 

MWe give about ten bushels at atime. You 
see, We Duy by contract and get pretty fair 
figures that way, and then givethe poor or- 
ders against the coal we have. We never give 
money aid. Sometimes we pav rent, but we 
pay the landlord ourselves. For the groceries 
ibat we give we pay the grocers, and 80 on. 
It is a question of money. If we had more, or 
if necessaries were cheaper, we could, of 
course, zive more aid.“ 

The greater pact of yesterday afternoon 
was spent by an erraut reporter in several 
of the peorer localities of the town talking to 
the indigent whites and blacks who are hiber- 
nating chiefly on their fat. At the rear of 712 
Biddle be found a family of three people 
named Kelly, an old father and mother and a 
woman of twenty-seven or eight, who have 
refused either police or parish aid, and who 
do not propose to take anything even if it was 
offered to them, who are living on $3 a week, 
that the daughter earns. They manage 
to live from band to mouth, eating 


' corpmeal and bacon, and occasionally a little 


coffee, without either sugar or milk. They 
buy sometimes two, sometimes three bush- 
els of coal a Week, but they depend much 
more upon asupply of moth-eaten old blank- 
ets to keep them warm than upon fire. 

A NEGRO FAMILY 
with very mixed marital relations living in 
the alley between Eighth and Ninth, and 
Wash and Carr, composed altogetherof tive 
persons, twomen, one of them sick, and 
three women, are living upon three dollars 
a week, and taking care of the sick man, who 
is treated from the Dispensary. They have 
had two bushels of eoal in the last three 
weeks, andat the time of the reporter’s 
domiciliary visitation one of the women was 
trying to cook some sort ofa broth in an old 
iron pot over a fire of shavings and little bits 
of wood, with not more than a handful of 
coal in the grate. 

Another Irish family, living on 0 Fallon, 
near Ninth. consisting of an old woman 
named Walsh and three boys, one of whom 
is about thirteen, and whose 
labor a bootblack is all tbat supports the fami- 
ly,is an example of howlittle it really takes to 
live. The boy earns about fifty cents a day 
and out of that amount, after feeding and 
warming the young ones, the old woman saves 
enough for an occasional drunk. Taese in- 
stances might be multiplied indefinitely, the 
result always coming out the same, that 
the average poor family lives on a 
littie less than three dollars a week where 
there are three persons, or a little over two 
dollars where there are two. The aid given 
by the police to the families they help is about 
one dollar, and the Provident and St. Vincent 
de Paul Associations amount to about the 
same thing. So that over seven hundred 
families—over twenty-four hundred men, 
women and children in St. Louis are starving 


two-thirds of the time throughout the wihfter. | 


Itis expected that some sortof aunited 
effort willbe made in the near future that 
will make such an imposition on the poor as 
the present coal pool an impossibility. Either 
by legislation that will open up the Indlana 
coal-fields to St. Louis, or by the use of the 
Ohio and Wabash rivers, or by some practi- 
eable means, the St, Louis poor will, not 
another year pay fourteen cents a bushel for 
coal that ought to be bought for eight. - ~

Who Refused to Levy a Tax to 
Satisfy a Judgment. 


After a Long Imprisonment for Contempt, 
They are Released this Morning. 


The three Franklin Judges, J. M. Ming, A. 
Celeman and H. W. Terschluse, who haye 
been in the custody of the United States Mar. 
shal of this district since last September, were 
released from their partial imprisonment this 
morniog on a supersedeas signed by Circuit 
Justice Miller of the United States Supreme 
Court. 

The county of Franklin, in the State of Mis- 
souri, some years ago decided to improve its 
roads and bighways. For that purpose it or- 
dered the construction of a gravel road from 
the county seat of the county line. The work 
was not satisfactorily completed, but the con- 
tractors demanded their compensation, which 
was finally given them. An immense amount 
of litigation followed the partial completion 
of the roadway, until finally the total amount 


of indebtedness, with interest, exceeded 
$ 200,000. 
THE PRESENT SWIT. 
The Fourth National Bank of St. Louis 


brought suit against the county in the Feder- 
al court last September, and obtaineu a judg- 


ment on what was known as the Budd and 
Decker bonds, for $142,000. The judgment was 
never satisfied, end as a result the plaintiffs 
asked for and obtained a mandamus from the 
United States District Court to compel the 


Judges of Franklin county to impose a tax 


upon the property in Kganklin county. 
THE JUDGES REFUSE, 

The County Judges refused to levy the re- 
quisite tax, and forthis contempt of cours 
the three county officials, Ming, Coleman and 
Terschluse, were placed in the custody of the 
United States Marshal, and have remained 
under his charge ever since. The three 
Judges have occupied a room in the Marshal’s 
apartments, and although allowed to move 
about the three rooms of that official, were 
not allowed to depart from the United States 
building. Ina conversation with a Post- 
DISPATCH reporter, the three Judges ex- 
— their determinatiou to 
ight the matter out, as they did 
not think the taxought to be imposed, 
and hence their refusal to comply witn the 
ruling of the Federal Court. ‘hey bad ex- 
pecied that some proceedings in the nature of 
a supersedeas would be taken out by their 
friends in Franklin county to secure their re- 
lense, and consequently they were not sur- 
prised at the order of the Court this morn- 
ing.

THE FOLLOWING OPINION: 

Whereas, a supersedeas bond has been duly 
approved by the Circuit Justice of this circuit 
in the case of the Fourth National Bank of St. 
Louis against Franklin county inthe State 
of Missouri, wherein James M. Ming, Ander- 
son Coleman and Henry M. Terschluse,Judges 
of tbe County Court of said county, are re- 
Spondents, a judgment in which against said 
respondents was heretofore rendered during 
this the September term of the circuit for 
1879. N 

It f ordered that, inasmuch as said super- 
sedeus operates a suspension of said judgment 
against them, they be discharged from 
the further custody of the Marshal for this 
district. 

The bond is for $15,000 and is signed by 
forty-six different citizens of Franklin coun- 
ty. It is dated the 13th of January, 1889. 

THEY ARE RELEASED. 

The three Judges were acecrdingly released, 
and are now free to leave the city and return 
to their homes and families in #rankiin coun- 
ty as soon as they feel so inclined. They were 
quite anxious to return home, and will depart 
for Franklin county during the afternoon.

Religious circles were somewhat excited 
this morning over the publication in the 
Globe-Democrat of a sensational story con- 
cerning Mr. Henry Williamsg the leader of 
the Moody choir, and a man well known and 
highly esteemed in the religious community. 
Mr. Williams is a married man and no one 
ever dreamed thata charge of bigamy would 
be preferred against him. But now 
comes a lady, a widow, a Mrs. Willtams, and 
lays claim to the singer of hymns. She avers, 
according to the imaginative and poetical re- 
port in the Globe-Democrat, that she was 
married to this identical Mr. Williams, who 
is now a worker and warbler in the field of 
evangelism, in 1851, at Lexington, III., that 
after five years of matrimony he deserted her 
and she never set eyes on him again until she 
recognized him at the Moody and Sankey 
meetings. She is—sosays the veracious scribe 
of the ‘‘only’’ Great Religious daily, which, 
of course, considered this scandal a delicious 
religious morceau for {ts devout subscribers 
—positive of the man’s identity, she recog- 
nized him by ascar on his face, and when she 
listened tothe sweet accents of his sancti- 


monious strains they thrtiled her to thegheart. 
She had been a grass widder’’ many*weary 


years; she Was yearning for her husband. She 
became convinced thatit was her long lost 
one, and so she gave her story to the news- 


papers. 

A PosT-DISPATCH reporter started out ear- 
ly this morning to investigate this scandal. 
The truthful James of the G.-D. haa intimat- 
ed and darkly hinted that Mr. Williams and 
his wife No\2 had “skipped”? the town—that 
they had vagnoosed. But the representative 
of the only evening paper found that the evan- 
gelical chorister was only absent on his usual 
business. The information gleaned may be 
gathered fromthe following interviews. It 
suffices to say that it effectually 
disposes of the truth of the 
latest pious effusion of the Great Religious 
and entirely dissipates the notion that Mr. 
Williams is a bigamist. The whole story is a 
delusion, and the woman must either be 
crazed or deluded. Mr. Wiiliams knows 
nothing of her and was never married to her, 
and his reputation comes out of the tempo- 
rary cloud thrown overit by the journalistic 
apostie of religion without a stain. If Mr. 
Williams married the widder“ he did so 
when he was four years of age. Mar- 
risges of infants, especially of royalty, 
took place in medieval times, but so fur there 
isnorecord of anvin modern times, and 
the Globe-Democrat’s assertion is exploded— 
Was as a matter of fact exploded before they 

ublished the narration of a deluded and mis- 
ed woman. 


Mr. Williams’ Story. 

At the roams ofthe 1. M. C. A. the re- 
porter met Mr. Henry Williams, who had 
just returned from Alton, whither he had 
gone last evening, accompanied by his wife, 
to assist at a revival meeting that was held 
there. Mr. Williamsis a gentleman slightly 
below medium stature, with sharply defined 
features and areddish beard and whiskers, 
not over thirty-five vears of age. He had 
read the article inthe morning paper com- 
ing fiom Alton on the train. Ile character- 
ized the woman's statement as absurd and en- 
tirely false, and gave the following straight- 
forward account of his life: 

was born on the 4th of November, 1847, 
in Ilannipai, Mo., and could only have been 
four years old when I married this woman, 
whi ch of course settles the whole question. I 
stayed there until 1856, when I wént with my 
faiherto Texas. We came back in 1860 or 
1861, just at the beginning of the war, and we 


lived near Hannibal until about 1864. Then I 
went to Carbondale, III., where I read medi- 
cine With Dr. J. . Lawrence. In 1867 1 
returned to Hannibal and con- 
tinued my studies with Dr. Ed. Duffy, when 
J was engaged by Mr. C. B. Wilson as a trav- 
eler for the New York Life Insurance Com- 
pany. On this business 1 went to Havana, 
III., where I first met the lady who is now my 
wife. About the middle of 68 I established 
myself in business in Havana, and I was 
married in the fall of 1868. I was married on 
the 26th of November, having on the 4th cele- 
brated my twenty-first birthday. Then I 
settled in Missouri with my father, but in 
188 and 1869 returned to Havana and re- 
mained there until ’70. After that I went 
back to Missouri and traveled through the 
northwest part of the State, holding 
musical institutes and eonventions 
I had studied music with Mr. Bliss and Dr. 
Geo. F. Root, and up 1874 I — teaching 
music classes. In the spring of 1873 I accept- 
ed the position of instructor In the State Nor- 
mal School at Kirksville. 
74 Jwent to Monmouth, III., where I was 
associated with Dr. Root. I was a teacher at 
Somerset, Pa., in the Normal Institute which 
was held during the school vacation of 1875. 
In 18761 still remained inthe school at Kirks- 
ville and was elected to teach Ameri litera- 
ture and physiology as well as vo music. 
In the spring of that year I resigned my posi- 
tion at Kirksville and in the summer of the 
same year Was associated with Mr. Bliss at 
Towanda, Pa. Inthe — n of 1877 I be- 
gan my evangelistic work. I sang for the 
man Grant, aboyt whom there was a scandal 
about his desertion of his wife, but I left him 
in June,1877, and the scandal did not come out 
until August, 1998. On February 20, 1878, I 
was licensed to preaeh and have been in the 
evangelical work ever sinee.’’ 
HOW HE MET THE MDD RR. 


„1 met this woman, Mrs. Willume 
who claims to have married me Im 
1851, when was four years old, 


last Sunday afternoon two weeks ago, at the 
Southern Methodist Church. The sextons 
were gathering up the books;the meeting 
was over. I was standing on the platform 
with my wife. I came down from the platform 
for something and noticed three ladies stand- 
ing there. This woman, Mrs. Williams, came 
up to me and asked me my name. I told her. 
She said she bad seen me before and took hold 


of my bands. | said it was probable, and I ask- 
ed the other ladies who she 
was. They said they didn’t know. 
Finally I pulled my hand away. 


I thought she was religiously excited and that 
she was about to shout. Of course, when she 
seized my hands it was an embarrassing situ- 
ation. y wife was sitting on the platform. 
The woman then said that she had seen me at 
Lexington, III. 1 replied she never had. She 
then came up and tried to take me by the 
band, but I avoided her and got away. Then 
they all three went down stairs toa little back 


room. They were sitting there as 
I apd my wife went through. I 
nid to my wife, “Come on, I think

What Mrs. Williams Says. 
A reporter of the PosT-DIsPaTCH coming 


to St. Louis this morning on the 10:25 Chicago 


and Altontrain espied Mr. and the present 
Mrs. Williams in the last car and approached 
them. Mr. Williams introduced the reporter 
to the lady. and the subject was at onceal- 
luded to. At the first sentence she burst out 


laughing. Mrs. W:'liams is rather under the 
medium size and, though not pretty. 
has an exceedingly leasant face and 
a pair of bine ey-s. When the reporter 
first broached the subject he expected a very 
serious answer, but was surprised to see her 
laugh heartily. 

Mrs. Williams, what do you think of this 
matter?’’ asked the reporter. 
„Well, I do not think anything at all about 


it. 

„Mou are not afraid of losing Mr. Williams 
then?’’ : 

No indeed. I have him and am not at all 
afraid of losing him.“ 

During the interval that followed, while the 
Collector was taking the fares, Mrs. Williams 
sat musing with a small smile playing about 
her —— his broadened into a low laugh, 
the risibility of the subject seemingiy becom- 
ing more apparent each second, until she 
ended in an exceedingly hearty laugh whieh 
shook her whole frame and attracted the at- 

‘tention of the passengers, among whom 
were some half dozen ladies that 
sat in the seats immediately 
about those occupied by the reporter and the 
evangelist and his merry wife. 

„Why, she continued, he passed him- 
self off for twenty-one when he married me, 
November 26, 1868, and I don’t think he 
looks as old as she would make bim out, do 
yOu; 

The reporter confessed that he was rather 
well preserved for the rakish life that he had 
led according to the story of the lady 
who has caused the commotion. This, again 
caused Mr. Williams to look yery happy, an 
while indulging in another good laugh the 
train reached ain street depot where the 
trio parted, Mr.and Mrs. Williams goiag to 
their home. 


What Mr. Moody Says. 

A call was made at Mr. Moody’s residence 
on Franklin avenue, and the evangel was 
found at home. He was interviewed, and said 
bricfly that the woman came to him with her 
story; that he told her he would investigate 
it, and would not shield the man if guilty. 
lie did investigate the matter, and found 
there was no truth whatever in her narrative. 
She said her husband’s name was Henry T. 
Willams, while our Mr. Williams is Henry 
Francis, That was onthe Sunday. “On the 


following Tuesday,’’ said Mr. Moody, “I met 
her in the Eighth Street Methodist Church in 
the presence of Mr. Williams’ uncle, the Rev.

Mr. Moody further said he bad heard noth- 
ing more of the matter until last night, 
when a reporter of the G.-D. called 
on him. He told the reporter that he had in- 
vestigated the matter and that the woman’s 
statements were utterly groundless, and beg- 
ged bim not to publish it, as it would 
cast a shadow on an estimable 
man’s reputation. The reporter prom- 
ised that if they concluded to publish 
it a messevger boy should be sent to Mr.

McCullagh andj satisfy him of the entire fal- 
sity of the woman’s story. No messenger 
came, and so he concluded nothing 
would be said about it. He was 
surprised at seeing it printed 
this morning and thought Mr. McCullaghjad 
been guilty of a breach of faith, as if he*"had 
been sent for he would have proven the 
groundiessness of the charge.

He had only met him here, and knew nothing 
about the story published.

Miss Paxson’s Account. 

A reporter called at the firm of S. Paxson 
& Co., the religious book firm on Sixth street, 
as he understood that Mr. Paxson was inti- 
mately acquainted with Mr. Williams. That 
gentleman, however, was not in his office, but 
Miss Paxson was met and interrogated. 

“Tt is an infamous lie,” said the lady em- 
phatically, “and I hope Mr. Williams 


will sue the Globe-Democrat and 
make it ay heavily for it. 
Ir. Williams intimately for 
three or four years, and slightly for many 
years. His wife I have Known for ten or 
twelve years. I was in the IMetho- 
dist College at Jacksonville 
her and even then Mr. Williams 
used to call and see her. Mr. Williams was 
born and raised near Hannibal, where his 
uncle lives, and the people there know all 
about him. No, sir, it is an infamous false- 


hood.’ 

Miss Paxson informed the reporter that 
Mr. Williams bad gone last evening 8 
Alton as usual, where he was conducting a 
series of very successful revival meetings, and 
that he would return this morning as usual. 

Mr. U. B. Wilson’s Corroborafon. 

Mr. U. B. Wilson, the well known insur- 

ance agent, corroborated Mr. Williams. He 


said he had hired him in 67 to work in the 
insurance business before Williams could 
raise any whiskers. He was then about 
twenty ortwenty-one years of age and un- 
married. 
An Old Schoolmate of Williams. 
Mr. Meredith, a Deputy U. 8. Collector, 
knew Mr. Williams at Hannibal, where they 
were atschool together. He was seven

Mr. Douglas Talks.

The Rev. Dr. James H. Brookes sald: At 
the time the woman says she was mar- 
ried Williams was only four years old.
